This  Report  appears  in  International  Year  of  Disabled 
People.  The  objectives  of  the  Year  are  to  focus  public 
attention  on  the  problems  of  the  disabled,  including 
the  blind,  and  by  arousing  public  interest,  to  find 
solutions  to  those  problems  which  will  enable  the 
disabled  to  live  fuller  and  more  active  lives  in  the 
community. 

This  Institute  was  founded  over  1 00  years  ago  to  help 
blind  people  solve  the  many  real  problems  of  blind- 
ness and  in  this  Report  you  will  see  all  the  ways  in 
which  we  are  presently  endeavouring  to  discharge 
our  continuing  trust. 

Recently,  there  has,  quite  rightly,  been  an  increasing 
awareness  of  the  existence  of  other  handicaps  with 
a legitimate  claim  to  public  support.  Whilst  we  wel- 
come the  positive  aspect  of  this  trend — the  concen- 
tration on  new  types  of  disability — we  utterly  reject 
the  negative  aspect  which  tends  to  minimise  the 
disability  inherent  in  some  of  the  more  familiar 
handicaps.  We  must,  therefore,  be  ever  more  vigilant 
to  ensure  that  there  is  no  further  dilution  in  the  sup- 
port given  to  blind  people  nationally.  The  history  of 
this  Institute  clearly  demonstrates  that  with  appro- 
priate help,  many  of  the  problems  of  blindness  can 
be  overcome.  Blind  people  are  beginning  to  feel 
that  they  are  losing  out  to  other  categories  of  handi- 
capped people  and  it  would  be  criminal  of  us  to 
stand  by  and  let  them  become  the  victims  of  their 
own  efforts  and  of  our  success  in  helping  them. 

As  it  happens  the  International  Year  falls  at  a time 
which  is  particularly  bad  for  many  blind  people.  In 
addition  to  inflation  which  afflicts  us  all,  we  have  to 
contend  with  depleted  social  services  due  to  local 
authority  expenditure  cuts  and  a higher  than  average 
reduction  in  job  opportunities  owing  to  the  current 
employment  situation.  It  is  therefore  greatly  to  be 
hoped  that  when  the  International  Year  has  run  its 
course  there  will  be  a legacy  of  permanent  achieve- 
ment on  which  those  of  us  charged  with  continuing 
commitment  to  the  welfare  of  disabled  people — in 
our  case  the  blind — can  build. 

Our  half  million  petitioners 
In  the  autumn  of  1 980  wo,  together  with  the  National 
League  of  the  Blind  and  Disabled  and  the  National 
Federation  of  the  Blind,  launched  a public  petition  in 
support  of  our  campaign  for  a blindness  allowance. 
By  the  time  it  was  presented  to  Parliam.ont  in  Decem- 


ber it  had  attracted  almost  half  a million  signatures. 
Nevertheless,  despite  this  overwhelming  evidence  of 
public  support  for  our  case— it  also  had  the  backing  of 
many  Members  of  Parliament  of  all  parties— the 
government  still  felt  unable  to  grant  us  a blindness 
allowance  and  this  notwithstanding  they  had  ad- 
mitted in  discussions  that  we  have  an  unanswerable 
case.  It  is  true  that  for  the  relatively  few  blind  people 
who  are  tax  payers  (under  a quarter  on  the  govern- 
ment's own  figures)  this  year's  budget  doubles  the 
tax  free  allowance  to  £360,  but  this  merely  perpet- 
uates and  accentuates  the  anomaly  by  which  the 
better  off  benefit  while  there  is  nothing  at  all  for  the 
less  fortunate.  Our  campaign,  which  we  shall 
continue  to  press,  is  and  always  has  been  for  a 
blindness  allowance  payable  to  all  blind  people  so  as 
to  enable  us  to  meet  the  extra  costs  occasioned  by 
our  disability.  Perhaps,  ironically,  the  increased  tax 
allowance  based  as  it  is  on  extra  living  costs  will 
eventually  make  it  even  more  difficult  for  the  govern- 
ment to  continue  to  refuse  to  meet  our  legitimate 
claim  with  any  semblance  of  credibility. 

The  future 

Last  year  I mentioned  the  need  to  conduct  a com- 
prehensive review  of  all  RNIB  services  in  order  to 
identify  needs  and  determine  priorities  for  the  next 
decade.  To  this  end  a weekend  seminar  was  held 
last  autumn  at  which  representative  members  of 
the  Executive  Council  (many  of  them  blind), 
senior  staff  and  other  invited  specialists  discussed 
how  the  Institute's  functions  and  services  should 
be  developed.  Subsequently  a series  of  detailed 
position  papers  was  prepared  in  the  light  of  which 
the  Institute's  Committees  are  currently  recon- 
sidering many  aspects  of  the  services  we  provide. 
This  is  proving  to  be  a most  stimulating  and 
challenging  exercise  and  when  it  has  been  com- 
pleted it  should  produce  an  agreed  programme  of 
action  for  the  future  on  which  our  forward  planning 
can  be  based  with  some  confidence. 

As  you  will  appreciate,  the  activities  detailed  in  this 
Report  cost  a great  deal  of  money  and  we  are  deeply 
grateful  to  all  those  who  help  us  in  our  work  either  by 
donations  during  their  lifetime  or  by  bequests  in  their 
wills.  Without  your  help  we  would  not  bo  able  to 
maintain  our  services  let  alone  expand  and  improve 
them.  Please  continue  to  help  us  and  ask  your  friends 
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to  help  us  too.  As  we  are  finding  in  our  current  review 
of  services  there  is  so  much  more  that  still  needs  to 
be  done.  In  addition  to  extending  our  services  for  the 
multi-handicapped  including  the  deaf-blind,  our 
social  rehabilitation  service  and  our  work  in  the  field 
of  prevention  of  blindness  we  urgently  need  to 
establish  a new  commercial  training  college  to  teach 
blind  people  the  modern  skills  necessary  to  enable 
them  to  work  in  the  offices  of  today.  This  will  be  very 
expensive.  This  year,  by  virtue  of  the  generosity  of 
our  friends,  by  the  deferment  of  some  minor  capital 
projects  and  by  good  housekeeping  within  the 
Institute,  we  have,  I am  glad  to  say,  been  able  to 
establish  a reserve  development  fund  on  which  to 
draw  in  the  years  ahead  to  meet  the  increasing 
capital  expenditure  entailed  in  providing  better 
services.  It  is,  however,  a modest  beginning  and  we 


can  only  achieve  our  objective  if,  in  these 
days,  you  will  continue  to  support  us 
In  conclusion  I would  like  to  record  my  sincere  thank:, 
to  the  Director  General  and  to  all  members  of  the 
Institute's  staff  at  headquarters  and  throughout  the 
country,  as  well  as  to  all  members  of  the  Executive 
Council  for  all  the  work  they  do  and,  more  per- 
sonally for  all  the  help  and  friendship  they  extend 
to  me.  May  I also  thank  all  the  other  volunteers  up 
and  down  the  country  who  so  readily  give  of  their 
time  and  energy  to  help  blind  people  in  so  many 
invaluable  ways.

Reading 

During  the  past  year,  RNIB  again  spent  a con- 
siderable proportion  of  its  charitable  funds  on  the 
production  of  braille,  Moon  and  tape  recording.  The 
first  two  are  embossed  forms  of  writing,  the  last  is  of 
course  making  use  of  the  spoken  word  on  tape. 
One  of  the  biggest  communication  barriers  faced  by 
blind  people  is  that  of  gaining  access  to  the  written 
word.  People  who  can  see  tend  to  take  this  very 
much  for  granted  from  the  time  they  get  up  in  the 
morning  until  they  go  to  bed: 

. . the  businessman  picks  up  the  morning  paper 
at  the  breakfast  table,  reads  his  book  or  magazine  on 
the  train  going  to  work,  methodically  sifts  through 
his  IN  and  OUT  trays,  pulls  a well-thumbed  reference 
book  from  his  bookshelf,  and  relaxes  with  his 
crossword  puzzle  in  the  quiet  of  the  evening ; 

. . the  housewife  wants  a break  in  her  day's  work 
and  picks  up  her  telephone  directory  to  call  a 
friend ; she  then  turns  to  the  recipe  book  to  plan  the 
evening  meal,  and  having  done  that  puts  her  feet 
up  and  knits  for  a while  with  her  pattern  on  her  knee. 
To  pacify  the  children  in  the  evening  she  reads  them 
a bedtime  story,  and  in  the  subsequent  peace,  picks 
up  the  Radio  Times  to  plan  her  quiet  hour; 

. . the  student  crams  his  briefcase  full  of  reference 
books,  picks  up  his  sheaf  of  notes  from  yesterday's 
lectures,  and  rushes  off  to  college.  There  he  makes 
good  use  of  the  library,  and  during  the  lecture, 
struggles  manfully  to  interpret  the  handout  placed 
before  him.  He  too  is  glad  when  evening  comes 
so  that  he  can  relax  with  the  newest  science  fiction 
book  or  enjoy  some  poetry,  or  perhaps  follow  the 
music  of  the  latest  hit  songs. 

Through  braille  and  tape  in  particular,  and  to  a lesser

extent  through  Moon,  RNIB  strives  to  help  blind 
people  in  all  these  needs. 

We  publish  novels  and  histories,  proms  prospectuses 
and  Christmas  annuals,  poetry  books  and  magazines. 
This  year.  Progress,  our  very  first  braille  periodical, 
was  1 00  years  old.  This  monthly  publication  includes 
features  culled  from  a wide  range  of  magazines, 
letters,  competitions,  puzzles,  exchanges,  house- 
hold hints,  gardening  advice  and  poetry  (No.  1 
included  a "sonnet  to  a nose").  Each  15,000  word 
64-page  edition  is  mailed  to  1,300  subscribers  in 
the  UK  and  overseas  who  pay  a nominal  El  .80 
a year. 

This  year  additions  to  the  reference  books  available 
in  braille  included  an  up-to-date  version  of  the  Law 
Society's  Contract  for  Sale  for  blind  solicitors  and 
the  Concise  Esperanto  Dictionary.  There  are  braille 
crossword  puzzles,  cookery  books,  school  books, 
knitting  patterns,  children's  stories.  The  braille 
Radio  Times  is  distributed  free  of  charge  to  over 
5,000  blind  people.  Specialist  periodicals,  such  as 
Law  Notes  and  Braille  Theological  Times,  help 
some  80  blind  people. 

For  students,  RNIB  provides  a special  service: 
volunteers  put  into  braille  or  on  tape  for  individual 
students  the  textbooks  which  are  so  important  in 
any  course.  Once  in  the  students'  braille  or  tape 
library,  books  can  be  borrowed  by  other  readers 
and  are  well  used  by  people  doing  anything  from 
learning  some  French  for  a holiday  to  taking  a 
second  degree  in  politics.  Our  volunteers  do  a 
difficult  and  demanding  job:  not  only  do  they 
often  have  to  be  familiar  with  the  subject,  from 
maths  to  geography  and  some  more  esoteric  ones 
too,  but  they  have  to  be  ingenious  enough  to  work 
out  how  to  present  the  material  on  tape  or  in  braille. 
Perhaps  their  best  thanks  is  the  knowledge  that 
the  books  they  record  make  a great  difference  to 
the  lives  and  opportunities  of  the  blind  students 
they  are  helping  and  there  are  over  1,000  members 
of  the  Student  Tape  Library. 

Nevertheless,  in  spite  of  all  this,  we  know  that 
even  with  an  annual  expenditure  of  over  £3m,  we 
can  never  match  the  material  available  in  print. 

Talking  Books 

Our  Talking  Book  Library  service  serves  almost 
half  the  blind  people  in  this  country;  over  50,000 
people  regularly  listen  to  unabridged  novels  and 
biographies,  classics  and  the  latest  best-sellers  on 
large  cassettes.  During  the  year  we  completed  the 
transfer  of  members'  records  to  a computerised 
system  and  this,  together  with  the  closure  of  the 
part  of  the  library  that  had  been  based  in  Bolton, 
has  enabled  us  to  reduce  the  number  of  staff  and 
at  the  same  time  increase  the  service  so  that  we  are 
now  sending  out  almost  40,000  cassettes  every 
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week.  Our  band  of  Servicing  Volunteers,  who 
look  after  reading  machines  in  members'  own 
homes,  continues  to  grow:  over  3,000  volunteers 
are  now  involved  in  this  service  which  is  so  vital 
to  our  members,  very  many  of  whom,  like  the  blind 
population  as  a whole,  are  elderly.  Indeed,  the 
average  age  of  Library  members  is  72  years. 

Educating  blind  children 

RNIB  helps  visually  handicapped  children  and 
young  people  to  take  their  place  in  society  by 
supporting  children  in  local  schools,  as  well  as 
maintaining  our  own  special  schools;  organising 
conferences  and  courses  for  people  teaching  and 
caring  for  blind  children,  and  working  with 
educationists  at  all  levels.  Our  guiding  principle  is 
co-operation  : we  are  part  of  the  national  education 
network  and  must  maintain  close  contacts  with 
our  partners.  We  want  to  supplement  and  extend 
the  existing  statutory  services  and,  where  we  can, 
to  develop  new  approaches. 

Computers  at  school 

At  Chorleywood  College  and  at  Worcester  College 
girls  and  boys  take  a full  range  of  academic  courses, 
and  most  leavers  go  on  to  university,  college  or 
professional  training. 

Our  schools  are  always  concerned  about  career 
possibilities  for  their  pupils,  and  during  the  year 
there  was  much  interest  in  computer  studies— both 
Chorleywood  and  Worcester  have  their  own  com- 
puter equipment.  Computer  technology  is  developing 
rapidly  and  important  new  ancillary  equipment  for 
blind  people  is  becoming  available,  so  the  schools 
have  been  grateful  for  increased  support  to  enable 


them  to  keep  pace.  The  sixth  form  girls  at  Chorley- 
wood are  to  be  congratulated  on  winning  their 
micro-computer  through  a competition  sponsored 
by  the  Department  of  Industry. 

Both  schools  maintain  close  links  with  their  local 
community:  children  visit  neighbouring  schools  for 
certain  lessons,  and  special  equipment  is  shared. 
The  schools  particularly  appreciate  the  welcome 
local  families  give  to  individual  girls  and  boys, 
inviting  them  into  their  homes  at  the  weekend — 
through  these  contacts  many  lasting  friendships  have 
been  made. 

Regional  advisers 

As  well  as  visiting  children  and  their  families, 
RNIB's  nine  Education  Advisers  have  this  year 
helped  to  arrange  regional  conferences  and  courses 
for  teachers  and  local  authority  advisers  working 
with  visually  handicapped  children.  The  Advisers 
play  an  active  role  in  teacher  training:  they  lecture 
at  and  take  part  in  seminars  and  study  days.  Never- 
theless, important  as  this  work  is,  it  comes  second 
to  the  casework  which  is  the  prime  concern  of  the 
Adviser:  each  pays  regular  visits  to  up  to  200 
children  and  their  families,  working  chiefly  with 
very  young,  often  pre-school  or  multiply  handi- 
capped children. 

Blind  children  with  other  handicaps  too 
Our  schools  for  children  with  additional  handicaps 
as  well  as  blindness  continue  to  provide  a compre- 
hensive range  of  services.  In  the  Sunshine  House 
nursery  schools  young  blind  children  are  encouraged 
to  develop,  and  careful  attention  is  paid  to  their 
very  special  needs.  The  schools  are  fortunate  to

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receive  much  valued  help  from  their  local  com- 
munities and  from  local  health  services,  including 
physiotherapy  and  speech  therapy— indeed  they 
could  not  function  without  it. 

As  the  children  grow,  they  may  transfer  to  Rushton 
Hall,  and  later  to  Condover  Hall.  Here  too  the 
schools  value  their  close  associations  with  their 
surrounding  communities,  and  with  the  wider 
world.  Children  from  the  neighbouring  village 
primary  school  joined  with  the  Rushton  Hall 
children  in  a Christmas  Concert.  The  school  also 
played  host  to  a music  festival  at  which  children 
from  seven  other  schools  for  the  visually  handi- 
capped came  together  to  make,  and  to  enjoy,  music. 
Some  of  these  additionally  handicapped  youngsters

may  never  lead  fully  independent  lives,  but  the 
schools  will  ensure  that  they  can  develop  the 
abilities  they  have  to  help  them  to  cope  better  in 
their  daily  lives,  and  to  make  their  own  contribution 
to  the  lives  of  their  families. 

At  Condover  Hall,  RNIB's  secondary  school  for 
multiply  handicapped  blind  children,  the  staff  are 
closely  concerned  with  the  future  needs  of  the 
older  children,  and  the  school's  own  after-care 
officer  travels  all  over  the  country  to  advise  parents 
and  local  authorities  on  the  abilities  of  the  child, 
and  on  the  most  suitable  opportunities  before  him. 
This  process  begins  a year  or  more  before  a child 
is  due  to  leave,  and  the  after-care  officer  maintains  an 
interest  in  and  contact  with  the  school  leaver  for  a 
five  year  period. 

Both  Rushton  and  Condover  have  in  the  last  year 
directed  special  attention  to  more  seriously  disabled 
children.  At  Rushton  there  were  two  new  develop- 
ments during  the  year;  a separate  living  unit  for 
the  more  disturbed  children  was  opened,  and  a 
special  teaching  group  was  set  up  for  the  less  able 
children  who  can  now  be  withdrawn  from  regular 


lessons  for  activities  geared  to  their  individual  needs. 
Overley  Hall,  the  Sunshine  House  for  young  deaf 
and  blind  children,  was  closed  in  August  1980  and 
the  small  number  of  children  transferred  to  the 
Pathways  deaf-blind  unit  which  now  has  31  deaf 
and  blind  children  aged  6-18.  The  most  important 
need  of  these  children  is  to  be  able  to  communicate. 
Each  child  is  taught  to  communicate  in  the  way 
which  is  most  appropriate  for  him — sign  language, 
finger  spelling  and  speech  training.  The  dual  handi- 
caps of  deafness  and  blindness  impose  a truly 
awesome  burden  on  a child. 

School  leavers 

Some  Condover  leavers  may  be  able  to  progress  by 
way  of  a spell  of  vocational  guidance  and  assessment 
at  Hethersett.  Here  42  school  leavers  spend  about  a 
year,  finding  out  their  most  suitable  type  of  em- 
ployment. An  important  aspect  of  the  Hethersett 
programme  is  the  work  experience  made  available 
through  the  co-operation  of  local  employers  who 
take  the  Hethersett  trainees  for  short  periods. 

Integrated  education 

Many  visually  handicapped  children  do  not  go  to 
schools  for  the  blind,  and  increasing  emphasis  is 
being  put  upon  the  value  of  an  integrated  education 
in  a local  school.  Here  a child  learns  alongside  his 
sighted  companions,  and  discovers  from  his  earliest 
days  what  it  means  to  be  blind  in  a sighted  world. 
To  help  make  this  type  of  education  succeed,  RNIB 
provides  expertise  and  advice  to  teachers  and  children 
who  may  not  be  familiar  with  specialist  teaching 
techniques.  Blind  children  learning  physics,  for 
example,  or  biology,  will  be  helped  by  raised 
diagrams  which  they  can  feel.  Special  items  of 
equipment  needed  because  of  blindness  by  sixth 
form  and  college  students  can  be  bought  with  the 
RNIB  students  grant.  These  services  go  some  way 
to  meeting  present  needs,  but  if  many  more  blind 
children  go  to  ordinary  schools,  many  more  specialist 
staff  will  be  needed,  as  well  as  more  support  and 
training  of  teachers  and  administrators. 

Physiotherapy 

RNIB's  North  London  School  of  Physiotherapy  for 
the  visually  handicapped — the  only  school  of  its 
kind  in  the  world— has  had  a most  successful  year: 
eleven  students  qualified— getting  exactly  the  same 
qualifications  as  sighted  students— five  of  them  with 
merit.  Our  students  now  attend  lectures  each  week 
at  the  Polytechnic  of  North  London,  and  travel  all 
over  London  gaining  clinical  experience  in  hospital 
physiotherapy  departments.  We  were  pleased  that 
the  inspection  of  the  State  Registration  Board  for 
physiotherapists  led  not  only  to  continued  recog- 
nition of  the  School,  but  to  a most  favourable 
report.  Recognition  means  that  our  students  get  a 
nationally  recognised  qualification  and  can  work 
in  the  National  Health  Service.  Leavers  are  working 
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in  hospital  physiotherapy  departments  around  the 
country  and  some  arc  in  private  practice. 

Employment 

During  the  year  RNIB's  Employment  Services  Team 
was  strengthened  by  the  appointment  of  a Voca- 
tional Research  Officer. 

The  Employm.ent  Services  Team,  in  addition  to 
helping  a number  of  people  to  find  jobs,  also  gave 
careers  advice  and  information  about  job  seeking  to 
many  blind  people,  including  some  230  visually 
handicapped  students. 

The  present  high  level  of  unemployment  is  making  it 
more  difficult  for  visually  handicapped  people  to 
find  jobs.  People  who  want  factory  work  are  hardest 
hit,  but  there  is  evidence  to  suggest  that  it  is  now 
becoming  harder  for  those  seeking  commercial  and 
professional  work.  Our  methods  of  job  finding  are 
taking  account  of  this  changing  situation.  For 
example,  in  March  1981  our  employment  officers 
set  up  the  first  two-day  Jobquest  in  Lincoln, 
designed  to  find  work  for  unemployed  blind  people 
in  the  area — and  as  a result  found  suitable  jobs  for 
some  of  them. 

Despite  the  very  active  training  programme  at 
RNIB's  Home  Industries  Department,  Reigate  (train- 
ing is  provided  in,  for  example,  chair  caning,  basket 
making,  wrought  iron,  concrete  moulding  and 
ships'  fender  making)  the  number  of  homeworkers 
who  are  members  of  the  Institute's  scheme  fell 
during  the  year.  The  reduction  was  caused  by  many 
local  authorities  continuing  to  make  cut-backs  in 
their  level  of  spending,  a particularly  unfortunate 
trend  at  a time  when  jobs  are  so  hard  to  find.

Commercial  training 

The  Study  Group  on  the  RNIB  Commercial  College 
produced  its  report  in  January  1981,  recommending 
that  RNIB  should  establish  a new  centre  for  com- 
mercial training  and  education,  in  close  association 
with  a College  of  Further  Education,  or  similar  local 
education  authority  establishment.  It  will  take 
probably  two  or  three  years  to  implement  the 
Report,  at  very  considerable  cost. 

Rehabilitation 

Communication  skills  are  an  important  part  of  the 
courses  at  RNIB's  two  Rehabilitation  Centres  for 


In  the  Commercial  Department  at  the  RNIB  Employment  Rehabilitation  Centre 
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newly  blind  people.  Very  nnany  newly  blind  people, 
especially  in  the  older  age  range,  are  greatly  helped 
through  domiciliary  rehabilitation  services.  But 
there  are  instances  where  it  is  vitally  important  for 
them  to  receive  training  away  from  home  where 
they  can  develop  reasonable  levels  of  independence 
through  tuition  from  specialists  in  rehabilitation. 

Mobility 

The  National  Mobility  Centre  continued  to  provide 
training  for  Mobility  Instructors,  who  work  at  home 
and  overseas  helping  blind  people  to  learn  to  travel 
safely  and  independently.  The  staff  at  the  Centre 
and  the  Chairman  of  its  Advisory  Committee  have 
been  closely  involved  in  discussions  leading  to  the

presentation  of  proposals  for  the  training  of  mobility 
officers  for  the  blind  in  the  Certificate  of  Social 
Service  training  programmes.  These  proposals,  if 
implemented,  will  have  far-reaching  effects  on  the 
kind  and  quality  of  training  provided  in  this  highly 
specialised  field. 

Holidays 

The  Institute's  four  holiday  hotels  provided  holiday 
accommodation  for  6,157  blind  people  and  their 
guests,  and  the  heavily  subsidised  holidays  are 
much  in  demand. 

Homes 

We  also  continue  to  maintain  five  residential 
homes,  two  for  people  who  are  deaf  as  well  as 
blind,  where  communication  is  particularly  im- 
portant tor  residents  to  help  them  enjoy  the  company 
of  their  volunteers  who  go  shopping  with  them  and 
out  for  walks  or  just  drop  in  for  a chat. 


Sports 

Our  Sports  and  Recreation  Officer  has  continued  to 
play  an  important  part  in  the  development  of  sport 
for  visually  handicapped  people  at  national  and 
international  levels.  He  was  Manager  of  the  success- 
ful British  blind  team  at  the  Olympic  Games  for  the 
Disabled  in  Holland  in  1980. 

How  technology  helps  communication 

Over  the  last  decade  we  have  witnessed  a veritable 
explosion  in  the  number  of  electronic  devices 
designed  specifically  to  help  visually  handicapped 
people  to  communicate.  There  are  at  least  a half- 
dozen  cassette  based  devices  with  transitory  braille 
displays,  some  of  which  can  be  used  as  computer 
terminals,  a multiplicity  of  closed  circuit  television 
systems  for  magnifying  print  for  the  partially  sighted, 
at  least  three  print  reading  aids  with  tactile,  braille 
or  synthetic  speech  output  and  more  latterly  the 
wider  application  of  synthetic  speech  technology  to 
data  terminals  and  telephone  switchboards,  to 
name  but  few. 

Research  is  in  progress  in  a number  of  countries 
to  produce  devices  for  making  Viewdata  systems 
accessible  to  the  visually  handicapped,  producing 
information  in  either  synthetic  speech  or  braille. 
Technology  has,  and  will,  give  blind  people  both 
hope  and  disappointment:  for  some,  better  job 
opportunities  or  better  educational  facilities,  for 
others,  frustration  due  to  high  cost,  poor  per- 
formance or  rapid  obsolescence.  We  must  be 
careful  not  to  duplicate  expensive  research  and  be 
sure  that  research  is  directed  towards  the  solution 
of  realistic  and  known  problems. 

Communications 

We  have  been  concerned  during  the  year  with 
helping  the  general  public  to  understand  blind 
people’s  needs.  Our  new  brief  leaflet  Meeting  blind 
people,  written  with  the  general  public  in  mind, 
was  sent  to  all  social  services  departments  and 
associations  for  blind  people  as  part  of  the  publicity 
for  White  Cane  Day  in  October.  Over  35,000  copies 
have  been  distributed.  The  booklet  on  How  to 
guide  a blind  person  continues  to  be  popular,  and 
so  is  our  recent  leaflet  on  Helping  people  who  are 
deaf  as  well  as  blind. 

Our  comprehensive  new  booklet  on  Information 
for  people  who  are  losing  their  sight  has  been 
much  in  demand  since  it  was  mentioned  in  the 
press,  particularly  in  medical  journals.  Other  publica- 
tions during  the  year  included  revised  prospectuses 
for  Rushton  Hall  and  the  Torquay  Employment 
Rehabilitation  Centre  and  a short  leaflet  on  RNIB's 
education  services. 

The  International  Year  of  Disabled  People  has 
prompted  many  teachers  to  set  their  classes  projects 
on  disability  and  to  meet  the  increased  demand  for 
information  we  are  bringing  out  a new  leaflet  for 
schoolchildren.  lYDP  has  also  prompted  exhibition 
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organisers  to  think  of  blind  people — for  instance  the 
Ideal  Home  Exhibition  featured  a scented  garden 
with  plant  labels  brailled  by  RNIB — and  our 
photographs  are  much  in  demand. 

Helping  people  who  are  deaf  as  well 
as  blind 

We  believe  there  are  about  6,000  people  who  suffer 
from  both  severe  hearing  and  sight  loss  in  the  UK, 
and  RNIB's  Adviser  for  deaf-blind  services  travels 
the  country  to  advise  and  help  deaf-blind  people  and 
those  who  care  for  them.  In  most  cases,  the  in- 
dividual's needs  are  unique,  especially  in  com- 
munication, as  there  are  so  many  factors  to  be 
considered,  like  the  degree  of  sight  and  hearing 
loss,  the  ages  at  which  these  became  severe,  the 
person's  present  age,  IQ,  and  so  on.  The  problems 
are  great  for  those  born  severely  hard  of  hearing  or 
deaf,  but  are  even  greater  for  those  born  both  deaf 
and  blind.  In  each  case,  careful  assessment  has  to 
be  made  to  determine  the  most  appropriate  com- 
munication skills  that  are  to  be  taught  and  then 
one  has  to  find  the  resources  for  teaching  and 
practice. 

We  appreciate  the  contributions  that  technological 
progress,  especially  in  electronics,  are  making  and 
can  make  in  communication  for  deaf-blind  people 


who  can  acquire  the  necessary  skills.  For  example, 
we  have  recently  provided  a blind  student,  who  is 
rapidly  becoming  deaf,  with  a device  called  a 'radio 
link'  so  that  he  can  hear  lectures  and  contribute  in 
tutorials. 

Although  we  must  encourage  the  development  of 
sophisticated  techniques  and  devices,  it  is  essential 
that  we  are  always  mindful  of  the  most  effective 
means  of  providing  a service,  which  can  sometimes 
be  very  simple.  For  instance,  we  arranged  for 
highlights  from  a local  weekly  newspaper  to  be 
transcribed  by  the  Braille  Unit  at  Aylesbury  Prison, 
who  post  the  braille  'newspapers'  to  deaf  and  blind 
readers  in  Leatherhead. 

1980  marked  the  centenary  of  Helen  Keller's  birth 
and  officers  of  the  Institute  participated  in  three 
major  events.  Mr.  Eric  Boulter,  then  Director 
General,  as  guest  of  the  American  Foundation 
for  the  Blind,  gave  the  keynote  address  at  the  Helen 
Keller  Centennial  Congress  in  Boston,  Massachusetts 
in  June.  An  international  conference  in  Hanover  in 
July  on  'Responsible  independence  for  deaf-blind 
people'  was  attended  by  RNIB's  Deputy  Director 
General  Of  the  230  people  from  21  countries  who 
attended,  over  75  were  themselves  deaf  and  blind. 
A monograph  on  volunteer  services  for  deaf-blind 
people  published  by  RNIB  on  behalf  of  the  World 
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The  Director-General  and  Deputy  Director-General  talking  to 
MPs  at  the  House  of  Commons  after  delivering  the  blindness 
allowance  petition. 


Council  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Blind  was  presented 
to  the  conference.  An  international  meeting  con- 
cerned with  the  education  of  deaf  and  blind 
children,  attended  by  RNIB's  Education  Officer, 
emphasised  the  needs  of  the  pre-school  child  and 
his  family  and  of  those  in  their  30s  whose  families 
could  no  longer  support  them. 

During  the  summer  of  1980  RNIB  was  host  to  a 
party  of  deaf-blind  people  and  their  guides  from 
the  North  of  England  at  our  Century  Hotel  in  Black- 
pool. Funds  were  made  available  to  a school  for 
the  deaf  in  Margate  to  purchase  special  apparatus 
for  the  unit  for  deaf-blind  children. 


Sunshine  Fund  for  blind  babies  and 
young  people 

The  Sunshine  Fund  of  the  Institute  raises  money  to 
help  with  the  care  and  education  of  the  blind 
children  and  young  people  in  our  nurseries,  schools 
and  colleges. 

It  has  been  an  exciting  and  successful  year  with  a 
wide  range  of  new  and  established  projects  being 
organised  in  support  of  the  Fund. 

Her  Royal  Highness  The  Princess  Margaret,  Countess 
of  Snowdon,  President  of  the  Sunshine  Homes  and 
Schools  for  Blind  Children,  attended  two  contrasting 
events  on  behalf  of  the  Sunshine  Fund— 'An 
Evening  with  Mozart'  at  the  Queen  Elizabeth 
Hall  and,  in  December,  a Christmas  Gala  Greyhound 
Meeting  at  White  City. 

Ed  Stewart's  Sunshine  Club  for  young  people 
continues  to  grow  with  more  and  more  children 
raising  money  and  seeking  information  about 
our  work,  and  the  Sunshine  Gift  Shop,  staffed 
mainly  by  volunteers  and  selling  donated  items, 
makes  a significant  contribution  to  our  incoma. 
This  year  we  published  an  attractive  24-page 
catalogue  of  Christmas  Cards  and  Gifts  and  over 
20,000  orders  were  handled  in  the  weeks  leading  up 
to  Christmas. 

A successful  year  indeed,  due  to  our  many  generous 
friends  and  the  growing  team  of  volunteers  who 
provide  essential  help  with  administrative  duties 
in  London  and  support  our  work  in  so  many  other 
ways  throughout  the  year.

NOTES 

1.  Statement  of  Accounting  Policies 

The  principal  accounting  policies  adopted  in  the  preparation  of  these  Accounts,  which  include  Funds  attributable  to  the  Sunshine 

Fund  for  Blind  Babies  and  Young  People,  are  as  follows : 

(I)  Expenditure  on  fixed  assets  less  proceeds  of  sales  is  charged  to  the  Income  and  Expenditure  Account  in  the  year  that 
such  net  expenditure  is  incurred.  This  treatment,  which  has  been  consistently  applied  over  a number  of  years,  is  not  in 
accordance  with  Statement  of  Standard  Accounting  Practice  No.  12 — Accounting  for  Depreciation,  which  recommends 
that  fixed  assets  are  depreciated  over  their  estimated  useful  lives,  but  is  considered  by  the  Executive  Council  to  be  the 
most  prudent  and  appropriate  for  the  Institute.
